Vour Board has realised with great sorrow the Incko! intere.st in this the most 
important of all enterprises. This lack of Interest , wt; believe. Is dul to a failure 
on the part of our pastors to emphasl^^^ before their respective congregations the 
great Importance and sore need of such a fund it Is a fact, manifest to nil ob- 
serving minds, that the growth of the Geoigia Conlerei.ee must come from the 
liberality, and the wisely directed energy and expenditure of funds raised within 
our i>wn borders. 

We must enter our towniaud cities, or we must constantly lose all that part of 
our congregations that move from us to these centers. This means a constant 
loss of membership Irom the ranks of young business men, the very class we can 
least afford to lose. 

An assessment of 80 cents per member throughout the entire Conference would 
give us such a fund as would enable us, with the local help of such places, to build 
one or more churches annually ; and also be the niL^e ns of arousing aninteresi- 
that inconseijuciice of apparent growth, would constantly lead to greater liber- 
Mlity towards this work of our church. 

We ih'wcfore recommend that an assessment cf 3<; cents per member be laid 
on our entire (iisi rict. .\nd that the pastors be r< quiied to p»esent thi, iiuvrest 
f-dthfully to iliv if t oiiiri egetion .

FINANCE.

Foreign Missions, 
Church Extension, Ministerial Education and Conference Collections be taken 
as early in the year as practicable, either in cash or by subscription.

15V-I.AWS. 

GEORGIA DISTRICT- -SYNOPTICAL. 

1 . No layman shall sit as a member of the annual conference until re- 
gularly enrolled or until he has given satisfactory eviden *e of his elec- 
tion. Where alternates are elected the certificates of the quarterly con- 
ference shall so e.vpress it. 

' 2 . Lay delegates to the annual conference shall be elected by the con- 
stitutional voters in the circuits and stations as follows, (a) Pasuir shall 
notify churches at first appointment nfter second quarterly conference 
that at next app<>iutment. ilje election of delegates to amitial conference 
will take pl-.ce in each church, (d) Pastor and class-leaders shall su})- 
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erintend election but in case of ibsence of one or both the church sshall 
appoint 8 me person or persons to superintend election by receiving the 
tickets of all the voters. Such person shall then count, seal and trans- 
mir. a full li t of nar^es of voters, and number of votes given to each per- 
son voted f >r, b v somi^ one aopointed by the church, to the next quarter- 
ly confer.mce. The 3 returns .hall be opened in conference, counted 
by the Chairman and Secretary ass'sted by two laymen. The person or 
persons having i he highest number of votes shall be declared duly elec- 
ted a 'd furnished with certificates accordingly. 

Incase of a t*e. the member of quarterly conference shall decide elec- 
tion by a maj'Tity of votes: 

(c) Elegibility to vote for trustees, only members of tw'enty-one years 
of age. Forrll othur officers all members 

To hold office, trustees, men tw'erty-one years of age, wnnnen sole 
femme. 

Delegates to annual conference, men twenty-one years of age. 

Class leaders and Church S'ewards. all members twenty-one years old, 
Sabb ith School Superintendents, all members sixteen years old. 

(d) Each pastor sh-ill forward certificate of election of lay delegates, 
to Secretary of annual conference, w'ho sh ill make from same, roll of 
lay members 

H, The conference shall never appoint any man to itinerate unless 
he expresses himself willing to labor in that capacity, 

4. Each pastor shall urge upon all members the necessity of studying 
our discipline and reading the church official organs. 

5, No ])reacher or minister «hall be elected to elder’s .orders, w ho 
dissents from any of the fundamental doctrine or ordinances of our 
church as set forth in our articles of religion, or who has not strictly 
complied with the discipline. 

() When practicable, the ordination of our ministers shall take place 
'Oil sahbah, during th* session of conference, 

7. The second article of the constitution and the last clause of the 
first sec ion of the detail discipline shall be understood to apply to seek- 
ers of re'igion only, and eachchurch may admit to full membership per- 
s'*ns applying on their professi n of faith in Christ, and knowdedge of 
their sins forgiven. 

8. The president shall have no po\v t, during the recess of conference 
to appoint any minisier or preacher t*' i circuit or station, without con- 
sulting said circuit cr station or its authorities. 

1). A quorum shall be a majority of all votes of all members present. 

10. The .Secretary shall furnish to each minister in the district the 
following blanks, three months before ihe assembling of the Annual 
Conference: On Statisti'-s. on Finances, on Official Charadter. 

11. Each minister shall fill above blanks and statistics and present 
the same as his report, to the committee on official character. 

12. At he assembling ol the Annual Conference , the president shall 
appoint a committee of live stA led the commit lee on the official char- 
acter. to whom shall be admitted that part of the pastor’s report consist- 
ing <T inquiries n ncerning «'i^ charge of pastoral duties, and this com- 
mit' e, as soon as possible, render its report to the c- nference. 

l"d. In the case of deal h of our ministers, committee on pulpit ser- 
vices, at succeeding Annual Conference, ^hall appoint an hour during 
that session f' r memorial services. 

14. It shall be the duty of the Hoard of 'f'tewards t" oraani/e imme- 
diately after ele<*ted and organize by electing a Chairman. Secretary and 
'Ireasiirer. To s(.li« it. r< ceive and expeid all funds ct ming r'pularly 
into their h* nds and to keep a full, complete and accurate register of 
all their procedings, receipts and expenditures. 
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
